leading to oral sex and told Danny to stop and he did. 

On the Maine trip, the first night was spent in a large room, 
said they slep t on the floor. He said he woke up and saw Danny 
Kennedy giving jg^^yripT^ a backrub and frontrub. 

On the Philmont trip, Danny took the crew off the trail. The bus took 
them to Raton (entire crew) . Returning, there was bus trouble and the 
entire cre^soent the night in the St. James Hotel in Cimarron, New 
Mexico. [^^^^ did not go into details as to what took place in the 
room. 

^^^1 told me that he "pushed it off " and "did not wish to deal with 
it." He told me that ^^■^■^^^^1 got him off to th^s^^an^to^i 
him to " watch-o ut" for Danny Kennedy.

^Vi4%i asked that this information be kept confidential. He does not 
believe that Scouts should have to experience what he has gone 
through. He does not wish to be further involved with this matter. 
He expressed that Scouting is a very important part of his life and he 
hopes to continue as an adult leader after college.

SUMMARY MEMORANDUM 

On March 11, 1991, Mickey Washburn, Scoutmaster of T-695 met 
with Scout Executive Archie Grain and me at 3:15 p.m. in the 
Scout Executive's office. Mr. Washburn reporte^t^i^incidents 
reported to him by his Assistant Scoutmaster, | I 
involving Dan Kennedy. 

Mr. Washburn reported that ^^^^H^^^H had told ^ him that 
in 1986, 7 adults and 17 Scouts were going 1 to the Florida Sea 
Base, Five sp ent the night at Washburns home. Dan Kennedy and 

spent the niqh^ii^the living room. Dan Kennedy 
slept on the floor and ^^M^^^^H slept on the sofa. Solici- 
tation for sex took place in that room. 

In 1987, solicitation also took place in San Antonio on a 
Philmont trip and also on a trip to the Maine High Adventure 
Base. 

Mr. Grain asked Mr. Washburn to have j^fc pL^tJ* ^n. to call 
him. ^^^^^^H tried on two occasions to contact the Sc<^: Exe- 
cutive, but would not leave a number for a return call. wan] 
Hfillllldid call me at home on the evening of November 9, 1991. 

I made notes of the November 9, 1991 conversation (separate 
memo). On November 13, 1991, I met with Steve Kinnard, Chairman 
of the Council Youth Protection Committee. Mr. Kinnard reviewed 
the information as reported to me and recommended that steps be 
taken to place Mr. Kennedy on the Ineligible Volunteer Record and 
report our information to Mr. Bob Wilson, DeKalb County District 
Attorney. 

I talked with Mr. Wilson by phone on Friday, November 15 and 
he requested that I send him copies of the information we have 
regarding this matter. 

On Monday, November 18, 1881, a registered letter was mailed 
to Mr. Kennedy, refunding hiS" membership fee and informing him 
that his membership had been denied. Letters were also mailed to 
the Heads of the four (4) units where Mr. Kennedy was registered.
